None of the documents cited in the ISR describes or suggests a stationary detonation stabilizer 
disposed in a position so as to block the flow of premixed gas containing unreacted gas fuel and 
oxygen, wherein premixed gas that passes through an intersecting nozzle and flows in in a hypersonic 
maimer is caused to collide, thereby generating a stabilized detonation wave, and causing the premixed
